Senator Fessenden was chairman of the 
Senate Committee on Finance during the 
Civil War. He was very valuable in help¬ 
ing provide funds for the Union during the 
Civil War. Fessenden concluded his politi¬ 
cal career as a senator by voting against the 
impeachment of President Johnson. He 
was the senator with the decisive vote! 

Since the plates for these notes had al¬ 
ready been prepared and used before the 
law of April 7 th 1866 (forbidding portrayal 
of a living person on any U.S. notes), it was 
OK to issue these notes while Fessenden 
was still living! 


FR1300 

not very many are left to this day! The scarce FR1297 and the very 
paper and their surcharges on the front were open and not solid like 
Next to be printed were the Green Back 
notes on regular bank note paper. The 
FR1294 and the FR1295 are common and 
easily found in high grades. Not so for the 
very rare FR1296 which has its plate position 
letter ”A” about 7 mm or so down to the right 
of the normal position. Also the “A” is 
2.5mm in size (which is twice the normal size! 

There are only 12 to 16 known in all grades! 


FR1299 

Some 124,572,755 notes were issued be¬ 
tween February 21 st 1865 and April of 1869. 
As of 1884 120,972,413 had been redeemed! 
The first to be issued were the Red Back 
notes, FR1291 and FR1292. Just 1600 Red 
Back Fessenden notes were issued between 
February 21 st and March 6 th 1865. The earli¬ 
est notes with Green Backs were the Fiber 
Paper notes. Just 7,107 were printed on 
March 22 nd 1865. 

The rare FR1299 (less than 30 known) and 
the very rare FR1300 (only 16 or so known) 
were printed on the brittle heavy fiber paper, 
that would flake and break easily. This is why 
scarce FR1298 were on much lighter fiber 
the FR1299 and FR1300.
